Rev. 
Jacob Meeker Says 


Wet and Dry Has No 
More Place in Pulpit than 
Political Harangue, and 
Question Is a Political 
One — Opening Gun For 
Citizens' League. 


The address of the Rev. Jacob 


Meeker last night, denouncing preach- 
ers dragging the wet and dry cut«s- 
tion into their pulpits, 
denouncing 


trying to make a moral question of 
a political one, denouncing the un- 
Christ-like attitude of many preachers 
when their congregation declines to 
let them do their thinking for them 
on temporal matters, was a profound 
and masterly presentation of a live 
topic, clear and clean cut, decently 
stated and conclusively proven. 


Ho likened tho modern preacher 


who is losing his head over the "dry" 
side of the question to the Pharisees 
and SadduceTcs who opposed Christ; 
who denounced him because he min- 
gled with the common people. 
His 


statements were right to the point 
and the 500 men and women who filled, 
the theatre hung on to every word, 
and drank deeply of the facts pre- 
sented. 


In a nutshell he argued that the 


wot and dry have no more place in 
tho pulpit than a political harangue;' 
that the way to handle the liquor- 
traffic Is to control It, not to shut 
your eyes against it; that voting out" 
tho saloon simply drove the traffic 
down the dark alleys. 
And the mod- 


ern cure for all questions is public- 
ity. There must be publicity in,the 
liquor traffic management, too. 


Uev. Mr. Meckcre was introduced 


by Joseph L. McDowell, in a charac- 
teristically vigorous but brief speech. 
On the stage with the speaker were 
a score of prominent business men. 
The Imperial hand played several fine 
selections on the street and In the 
theatre before th addcrss. 


Two members of the local minis- 


terial association were present and 
took notes. 


"The 
Scribes, Pharasees, Saddu- 


es, or Jesus, Which?" was the 


subject of the evening instead of the 
one announced. The Rev. Mr. Meek- 
er suggested that some might think 
't a queer subject for a "wet." speaker 
l»ut declared that he would sho-.v its 
local applicability. 


He said that the man who becomes 


a preacher and uses the name of 
Jesus Christ should not be content at 
that but should try in some way to 
follow in his steps, to look 
at so- 


ciety as Christ looked at it. In the 
time of Christ the priests ruled with 
rod of iron. They made the laws and 
enforced them and collected fines for 
their abrogation. 
If the law wero 


broken the man w;:s to be sent to 
hell; the priest said so. 


This wet and dry question is a po- 


litical question. Every preacher must 
admit that. And there is no reason 
because some one does not think just 
as his pastor thinks about it. that he 
is going to hell.

Washington. Ga., Dec. U.—T. B. 


Walker, 
colored, 
bleeding from 
a 


wound inflicted on him by tho broth 
er of his victim, was hanged here for 
the murder of Charles S. llollinshead. 
a wealthy planter of this 
county. 


Walker 
was 
shot 
while 
lie 
was 


standing before the judge in the su- 
perior courtroom being re sentenced 
to the gallows. Just before the judge 
concluded the sentence. John C. llol- 
linshead, brother of the 
murdered 


man, rose from his seat, drew a re- 
volver and fired point blauk at tho 
negro. The bullet took effect In the 
negro's face,entering his right cheek, 
going through his mouth, and camo 
out Delow the left Jaw. 


The negro fell to the floor. Physi- 


cians 
decided 
he was not fatally 


wounded, and 
after 
his face was 


bandaged he was lifted from the floor 
and supported by court officials, who 
then finished the death sentence, or- 
dering that the negro be hanged. 


Assisted to Scaffold. 


With a bloody bandage about his

face, the negro was assisted to the! 
scaffold at the hour named and was 
executed.

WHEREAS, There has come about in the city and county of Coshocton a 


state of affairs of serious moment, involving the moral, social and economic wel- 
fare of the people of all walks of life, which condition grows out of the attempt to 
deal with the question of the liquor traffic under the provisions of the Rose Coun- 
ty Option law; and 


WHEREAS, The experience of the last three years of attempted prohibition 


has demonstrated conclusively that as a temperance measure the Rose law is a 
failure, impracticable and impossible of enforcement, resulting in the nefarious 
traffic conducted by speakeasies and bootleggers; and 


WHEREAS, This three-years' era of unlicensed and unregulated underground 


traffic has conduced to more intemperance, immorality and lawlessness than would 
exist here under a system of saloon restriction and regulation, it is hereby 


RESOLVED, By the persons whose signatures are hereto attached, that for 


public decency, sobriety and morals the regulated saloon is preferable to the un- 
regulated bootlegger, and to the end that the blighting curse of the latter may be 
abolished we pledge and declare ourselves in favor of early reversal of the action 
of three years^ago, when a majority of the electorate of Coshocton county voted, 
mainly as an experiment, to undertake prohibition as contemplated by the Rose 
law; and be it further 


RESOLVED, That in the event of an election under the Rose law resulting 


in relief from the existing order of things, we here and now pledge ourselves, indivi- 
dually and collectively, to continued and aggressive support of a Citizens' League 
whose purpose shall be the rigid enforcement of the recently enacted Ohio statute 
providing for the strict regulation of the liquor traffic.
